WAYMAN'S AID AS 
. VICE INQUIRY FOE 
Tells Grand Jury Assistant 


State’s Attorney C. V. Bar- 
rett Approached Him. 


INQUISITORS END TASK 


Make Final Report, Leaving the War 
on Chicago Evil to the 
October Body. 


PROSECUTOR: PLEBGES HIS HELP 


The September grand jury, which had be- 
gun an investigation ‘into Chicago vice con- 
ditions, handed tn its final report to Judge 
Richard E. Burke at 1 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon and adjourned without returning fur- 
ther indictments. ' 

State's. Attorney Wayman read the grand 
jury's reportin open court. It said the body 
had investigated West Hammond vice with- 
out finding basis for indictments. It made 
no direct reference to the Chicago vice in- 
vestigation. It recommended that complain- 
ants start prosecutions in the Municipal and 
other courts. The report expressed appre- 
ciation of the services of Mr. Wayman and 
his assistants for the help given the in- 
quisitors. _ 

Foreman E. Perey Warner explained to in- 
terviewers no mention of the Chicago vice 
inguiry had been made because it was un- 
necessary. 

** We considered the advisability of recom- 
mending a special grand jury for the pur- 
pose of investigating vice,” he said, ‘“‘ but we 
decided to make no such request, upon the 
assurance of the state’s attorney that he 
would shape up the evidence we already 


‘have heard and push the vice inquiry before 


the October grand jury.’ 
Waldron’s Charge Ignored, 
There was no mention of the charge of At- 


torney’ Carl: Waldron of the committee of 
fifteen.' He had accused one of Mr. Way- 


man’s assistants of trying to call him off.in | 


his efforts ‘to iidifct a south side dive keeper. 


» Waldron gave the name to the grand jury 


on Monday after Mr. Wayman had cited the 
attorney for contempt. 

Mr. Warner would not divulge the name 
of the assistant state’s attorney accused by 
Attorney Waldron. Mr. Wayman after a 


conference with his assistants also refused 


to make public the name. 

But later Mr. Wayman issued a formal 
statement referring to the incident in which 
he, as state’s attorney, had compelled Wald- 
ron to divulge the name to the grand jury. 

“He (Waldron) did so,’’ Mr. Wayman’s 
statement sald, ‘‘ and the fact the grand jury 
after hearing it did not call any one of my 
assistants—although request21 to do so by 
me—is enough to show the unreliability of 
Waldron and makes it unnecessary for any- 
thing further to be scald in the matter by this 
office,’’ 


Waldron Names Charles V. Barrett. 

This was shown to Waldron. 

“That lets me out,” he said. ‘‘ Wayman 
may issue bluffs. I'il tell the facts.’’ 

The lawyer proceeded to issue a statement 
in which he named Charles V. Barrett; as- 
sistant state’s attorney and- brother of 
George F.. Barrett, master in chancery, as 
the man he accused of having attempted to 
influence him to “ lay off.” 

The statement follows: 

‘Mr. Charles V. Barrett’called at my office 
on Monday, Sept. 9, the first day the present 
grand jury was in session. He said he had 
come to talk to mein regard to the case of the 
People vs. Louis Weiss, who had been bound 
over to the grand jury. upon the charge of 
harboring a young girl. 

‘‘To explain his action he said that when 
his brother, George F. Barrett, was seeking 
the nomination for Superior judge at the 
primaries Louis Weiss, who was at that time 
the keeper of a house at 2127 South Dearborn 
street, and Ed. Weiss, an uncle of Louis, who 
was the alleged keeper of several houses, had 
been active in attempting to secure the nomi- 
nation of George Barrett as judge. In fact, 
it was largely through their activity that Mr. 
Barrett polled such a large vote in the First 
ward, where he got as many votes as some of 
the others who had previously been upon the 
bench. 

“Mr. Barrett said this probably would not 
appeal to me as a valid reason why I should 
desist in the prosecution! but that to him and 
his brother it meant a great deal. 

Waldron “Constantly Approached.” 

“ When I indicated to him that in all of 
these cases of any importance I was con- 
stantly approached by different people, and 
that our office made it a pracfice to treat 
every case alike, he asked me whether or not 
we had sufficient evidence to secure convic- 
tion. I told him in substance what the evi- 
dence was, and that in my Judgment there 
would be no doubt a jury of twelve men would 
convict Weiss for harboring a young gir). 

‘* He then reminded me it would, of course, 
be possible for the state's attorney to show 
to the grand jury there was no specific in- 
tent on the part of Weiss to violate the law, 
and that might possibly be a weaknessin the 
case. We then discussed the proposition that 
in all this class of cases it is never necessary 
to prove a specific intent. 

“The result of the conyersation was I told 
him that, so far as our office was concerned, 
we would be obliged to prosecute the case 
in a disinterested manner. The whole con- 
versation lasted for an hour. When he left 
he said he wished I could see my way clear 
to do something for him. 


Will Act Unless Wayman Does, 

“In regard.to Mr. Wayman’s statements 
that the evidence against Mr. Barrett is 
flimsy it is sufficient to say I can prove the 
accusations I am making against him by 


competent witnesses. Unless Mr. Wayman — 


sees fit to take action himself I: shall be 
obliged to proceed in the manner that seems 
best to me. | aes

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Answer to Ultimatum Sent by 


States to Turkey Demand- 
ed. Within Two Days. 


LIKELY TO BE REFUSED. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Oct. 2, 2 a. m.—War in the Bal- 
kans is perilously near. A dispatch which it 
is alleged left Sofia at 1 a. m., says the allied 
Balkan states have sent an ultimatum to 
Turkey’ demanding reforms in Macedonia 
and Adrianople and demanding an answer 


within forty-eight hours. 

If this dispatch is true war is inevitable, as 
Turkey never yields tomenaces. Its decision 
to mobolize, as announced yesterday, shows 


‘its readiness to make good the statement of 


one of the ministers that Turkey has not 
sought war, but is determined to meet any 
attack. 

All news from the Balkan centers tells of 
energetic preparations to take the field re- 
gardless of the cost. It would seem, there- 
fore, that whatever hope exists of preventing 


‘war depends upon the ability of the great 
‘powers to materialize their declared wishes 


for peace. 
Russia, France, Great Britain, Germany, 


and Austria are reported to be acting in ac- 
cord to prevent a clash. The activities of M. 
Sazonoff, the Russian minister of foreign 
affairs, and Count von Berchtold, the Aus- 
trian foreign secretary, are most mentioned, 
being the ones most nearly concerned, but 
other foreign offices are clearly busy in the 
same cirection. 


Turkey Mobilizing'Troops. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 1.—The cabinet 

after a prolonged meeting tonight decided to 
order mobilization of part of the Turkish 
army. The exact ordérs were not made pub- 
lic. 
Sn cabinet also rejected’ the Servian de- 
mand respecting the transport of ammuni- 
tion through the Turkish lines. The Servian 
minister, Dr. Nenadovitch, had requested the 
porte either to sanction the passage of am- 
munition at present detained by the Turkish 
authorities or return it to France. 

Servia has now stopped ammunition con- 
signed from Germany for Turkey, Bulgaria 
has suspended freight traffic between Turkey 
and Bulgaria and commandeered all the cars 
for military service. 

The porte has decided to detain all Greek 
vessels in Turkish waters in order to requigi- 
tion their services for the transport of troops. 


Crete Prepares for Action. 
CANEA, Crete, Oct. 1.—Five additional 
classes of militia will be called out. accord- 
ing to the decision of an extraordinary cab- 
inet council which met today. Bodies of in- 
surrectionary volunteers also will be organ- 
ized and will begin drilling immediately. 


Montenegro Falls in Line. 
CETTINJE, Montenegro, Oct 1.—King 
Nicholas has ordered a general mobilization 
of the army. It js officially announced that 
the mobilization is to demonstrate Monte- 
negro’s solidarity with Servia and Bulgaria 
and to protect threatened interests in Monte- 
* negro, 


Troop Trains Leave Belgrade. 

BELGRADE, Servia, Oct. 1.—Troop traing 
were leaving the capital all night long for 
Nish and other garrison towns near the 
Turkish frontier. |

Surgeons Use Knife on Former Heavy- 
weight Champion of the World to Pre- 
vent Peritonitis.. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 1.—James J. Corbett, 
former heavyweight champion pugilist of the 
world, was operated on for appendicitis in 
the Jefferson hospital tonight. 

It was found Corbett was suffering from 
peritonitis and his condftionm was regarded 
as critical. Late tonight, however, it was 
reported that he was resting comfortably. 

Corbett was billed to appear during this 
week at a local theater. He complained of 
pain at his first appearance on Monday and. 
yesterday his former sparring partner, Jim 
Daley, accompanied him to the hospital, 
where the physicians decided that an imme- 
diate operation was nétessary.

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SCANLAN TO SERVE 
AS ARBITRATOR 


Judge Withdraws Resignation 


as Member of Board to 
Settle Car War. 


CONFERENCE DUE TODAY. 


Judge Kickham Scanlan yesterday after- 
noon withdrew his resignation as an arbi- 
trator for the employés in the street railway 
labor controversy. He will -meet with H. B. 
Fieming, arbitrator for the Chicago City 
railway, at 10 o’clock thie morning in the 
office of Mayor Harrison. 

At this meeting—in which it was stipulated 
by Judge Scanlan that Mayor Harrison is to 
participate—efforts to select a third arbi- 
trator will be resumed where they were 
abruptly ended last Saturday by the unex- 
pected resignation of Mr. Scanlan as an ar- 
hitrator. 

This peaceable bridging over of the issues 
of the last few days which threatened a crisis 
im the adjustment of the points in dispute be- 
tween the men and thé cumpanies was 
brought about at a conference yesterday aft- 
ernoon in the mayor’s office. Participatin 
were Presidents Busby and Ruach of the ca 
companies, Arbitrators Fleming andScanlah, 
President W. D. Mahon of the Amalgamated 
Association of Street and Electric Railway 
Employés, and William Quirlan, Roland 
Shelton, and John McIntosh of the union 
subcommittee. , 

“ May Name Third Man Today. 

At the close of the conference the an- 
nouncement was memede by the mayor that 
Judge Scanlan had reconsidered his resigna- 
tion and agreed to meet with Mr. Fleming, 
providing the mayor was a party to the con- 
ference. Mayor Harrison acquiesced to this 
arrangement and the plan was readily ac- 
cepted by the street railway officials and the 
employéa’ representatives. 

It is possible the third member of the board 
will be chosen this morning. All parties 
agreed to use every effort to settle the matter 
‘at the first meeting. For this purpose both 
the arbitrators and the mayor will bring a 
list of names from which to make a gelection. 

“Tf an umpire is not chosen at the first 
meeting will daily sessions be held until one 
is named who is acceptable to both parties?” 
the mayor was asked. 

‘We will try to pick a man tomorrow,” 
he replied with a smile. 


Labor Men Confer. 

Earlier in the day Mr. Mahon had present- 
ed the resignation of Judge Scanlan at a 
meeting of the joint committee of street and 
elevated railway. employés at the Chicago 
Federation of Labor headquarters. 

The joint body declined to accept the resig- 
nation. This report was made to a confer- 
ence of street railway ohicials and the sub- 
committee of employés in the mayor's office 
at 11 o’clock which had been arranged for 
on Monday.

New York, Oct. 1.—[{Special]—Whefi Sena. 
tor Joseph M. Dixon, the Roosevelt campaign 
manager, appears tomorrow before the sen- 
ate committee investigating campaign gifts, 
he proposes to accuse the committee of have 
ing turned the inquiry into an attack on Col, 
Roosevelt exclusively. 

He will demand that the committee sub- 
peena the Taft, Witson, Underwood, Clark, 


and Harmon managers, along with Thomas 


F. Ryan, Charles P. Taft, Charles R. Crane, 
Col, George Harvey, Col. Henry Watterson, 
and other men of wealth, who, Senator Dixon 
says, ought to be questioned. 

“If they don't call the men I mention,” 
Senator Dixon said tonight, “I'm going te 
convict the committee before the people of 
the cheapest petty larceny political game 
ever played. I have the facts and the names 
and I am not going to let a cheap bunch of 
politicians befuddie anybody into believing 
that the Roosevelt campaigns heave been 
tainted and all the others pure. : 

“The committee will have to hear what I 
want to say. I am a United States senator 
and shall stand on my rights, Before I get 
through they’re likely to get some embart- 
rassing truths.”’ 


“Plutocrats for Taft and Wilson.” 

“ & thousand plutocrats are for Wilson 
and almost.as many for Taft,” continued Sen- 
ator Dixon, “ yet because two or three rich 
men are for Roosevelt this hue and cry is 
raised. The committee hasn't said a word 
about Oscar Underwood, but tomurrow I'l] 
ask that representatives of the Seaboard Air 
Line and Southern railway be subpeenaed 
and made to tell what those roads contrib- 
uted to Mr. Underwood's campaign for the 
nomination.

Flinn was asked by Poon te Pomerene 
about the memorandum of agreement for 
the division of political offices and spoils in 
Allegheny county between himself, Senator 
Quay, and J. O. Brown, said to have been by 
him eighteen years ago. He cheerfully ex- 
plained that he had written the agreement, 
but had put in it a clause which he knew 
could not be accepted, and said he had not 
signed it and never intended to. 


Tells of Feud with Quay. 

“I need not have had that published on me 
if I had supported Senator Quay for presi- 
dent,” he said, ** but I would not doit. I 
am glad it, was published.”’ 

The witness threw light on the political feud 

between himself and Senator Quay, and told 
many interesting bits of the history of the 
battles royal between the two factions of 
the Republican party, which wére fought all 
ever the western part of the state. 

Flinn handled himself with skill under hos- 
tile cross examination by Senator Pomerene.

Flinn Expenditures $144,308. 


The total campaign expenditures of Wil- 
liam Flinn in the 1912 campaign -have been 
$144,308, according to his own statement. 
The total * Roosevelt expenditures,’ cover- 
ing Mr. Filinn’s personal activity as leader 
of the Roosevelt forces in Pennsylvania, were 
$¥0,884; but the statemient shows an addition- 
al amount expended by J. S. Weller, treas- 
ur of the Roosevelt league, of $0,080 

Other amounts expended by Mr. Flinn came 
under the head of expenditures in Republican 
‘and Progressive organization work, which 
Mr. Flinn said were not chargeable to the 
Roosevelt account. 

: The statement as te the amount contributed 
by him to the Roosevelt and Progressive 
cause, was given. by Flinn in answer to & 
question put to him by Senator Oliver. Mr. 
Weller later gave the committee the names 
of the contributors to the fund of $31,344 
which wus expended in Allegheny county to 
elect Roosevelt delegates to the Republican 
national convention and for the expenses of 
Progressive Congressmen and megnbers of the 
legislature. This list included, besides Wil- 
Mam Flinn, his. son, George H. Flinn, $2,000; 
R. R. Quay, son of former Senator Quay, 
$1,000; J. H. Brough, 8. C. Jamison and W. 
H. Coleman $1,000 each. 

Elon H. Hooker, national treasurer of the 
Progressive party, preceded Flinn as a wit- 
ness. In answer to a question by Senator 
Ciapp, he told the committee that Charlies R. 
Crane had informed him, at the Chicago club, 
while they were lunching together, that he 
had contributed $70,000 to the La Follettte 
campaign and $70,000 to the Wilson can~ 
-~paign before the national conventions last 
summer. 


Fiinn Makes Oliver Squirm. 

Senuter Pomerene seemed to be particu- 
lari, anxicus to find out whether thre was a 
hicden motive behind Flinn’s con!ributions 
to the Roosevelt campaign fund, 

“ ITcontributed because I believe in the prin- 
clpies of government which he represents.” 
replied Flinn. to one of these questions. 

“ When did you see the new light?’ asked 
Senator Pomerene. 

“Senator Oliver can answer that que#- 
tion,” replied Flinn, and the Pennsylvania 
senator looked unccmfortable. 

Mr. Fl'nn also gave the Pennsylvania sena- 


tor another bad turn when he recalled to him 


that they had expended $110,000 to elect a 
mayor anc recorded in Pittsburgh, whose 
oombined salarics for the term amounted to 
$55,000,

Admits He’s the “Whole Thing.” 

When Mr. Flinn took the stand he proved 
#n interesting witness. He admitted that he 
was the “whole thing" in the Roosevelt 
organization in Pennsy!vania. 

“There was no Roosevelt organization in 
the state except that represented by me.’’ 
said the witness in explanation of his rela- 
tions to the campaign. ‘“‘ I suppose I contrib- 
uted S&S or')0 per cent of all the money spent 
i Pennsylvania in aid of the election of 
Rooseveit delegates.”’ 

The witness submitted two exhibits show- 
ing his contributions. One of them comprised 
what he geve in the fight in Allegheny coun- 
ty, the other in the etdte outside. 
exhibits showed: Mr Flinn’s expenditures 
amourted ta $102,584. trom which he ceduct- 
ed $3,000. which he declared was not properly 

. @hargeable to the Roosevelt campaign. 


Gets in Row with Oliver. 

Mr. Flinn became embroiledswith Senator 

Oliver and later with the committee as 

he form of his statement. He finaliy 
submitted a more complete statement, which. 
he explained, included every cent he had 
spent in —— this year up to the present 
time. 

It was the modest sum of $144,308.20. Of 
this, $28,300.18 was contributed to the Alle- 
gheny county campaign, $20,965 was spent In 
sending postal cards~-to vcters instructing 
them how to vote for Roosevelt delegates, 
$36,677.70 was spent in the sixty-six counties 
outside of Allegheny in organizing for Roose- 
velt an€ for the new party in the state. 

Other items of expenditure noted by Flinn 
were $1,000 contributed to Senator La Fol- 
lette's campaign, $4.441.30 given to states 
outside of Pennsy!vania to aid Roosevelt. 
$4,000 to the “present Republican organi- 
zation in Pennsylvania,” $1,874.70 spent at 
the Republican state convention, $711.85 ex- 
penses at the Republidan national convention 
at Chicago, and $487.45 spent at the national 
Progressive convention. 


Explains Expenses in Detail. 
Questioned by Senator Pomerene, Flinn 
_ explained [n detail! his expenses. reading from 

prepared statements. He gave approximate- 

ly $28,000 to the campaign in Allegheny. 
“The way I have been educated in cam- 
paign expenditures, that is not a large sum,” 
said the witness. “ It was all spent for legal 
purperes. The Taft people, according to their 
staternent filed in accordance with law, 
spent $95.000 in Allegheny county. One side 
does it because the other side does. There 
ought to be a way to stop it.” 

The witness expressed tne opinion that there 
Was not $20,000 contributed in the entire state 
of Pennsylvania for the Roosevelt fund out- 
side of his own contributions.

Explains His Candidacy. 

Then Mr. Flinn explained in his own way 
bow he became a candidate for the appoint- 
ment as senator to succeed Quay. 

The senatorship, according to custom, be- 
longed to western Pennsylvania. Three can- 
didates appeared—Oliver, Frank Robbins, 
and himee'lf: Oliver withdrew. Flinn 
claimed ht was indorsed by the members 
of the legislature and the organization in 
western Pennsylvania. 

Senator Oliver interposed a question as to 
the accuracy of this and. Flinn admitted that 
the county committee of Allegheny county 
had presented several names to the governor, 
any One of whom would be acceptable. But 
Flinn ingisted that a majority of the mem- 
bers of the legislature from western Penn- 
sylvania desired his appointment. 


Admits He Tried to Get Office. 

“The legislature had not then been elect- 
ed,”” suggested Senator Oliver. 

Mr. Flinn. explained that he meant the 

existing legislature which he admitted had 
no vote in choosingia senator. Senator Oliver 
argued to prove'that the matter wa up tothe 
governor who was consulting the Republican 
state leaders and that Flinn sought the in- 
fluence of these leaders to influence the gov- 
ernor. 
_“ Didn't you go to Philadelphia as goon as 
I withdrew as a candidate and begin cam.- 
paigning for the appointment?’ asked Sene- 
tor Oliver. 

Flinn admitted he went to Philadelphia, but 
declared he did not see either Penrose or 
Durham, but admitted the negotiaions 
were in the hanés of J. B. Clark of Washing- 
ton..county, .Pa., and one Edwards, who rep- 
resented his candidacy. 

“There was no use tO carry Oh a cam- 
paign,’’ said Flinn. ‘As soon as H. C. Frick 
told me that Semator Knox had been agreed 
on I.quit and started for home.’’ .. 


Never Perso lly Sought Oi] Support, 

Flinn’s aiteniuva was Called to the tele- 
gram purporting: "to “have passed between 
him .and John D. Archbold.in which he is 
alleged to have sought Archbold’s influence 
to gét Penrose and, Durham to recommend 
him to the governor for the appointment. 
He declared that he had never personally 
sought Standard, Oil support. 

Flinn hastened to assure the committee 
that had he known of the ccrrespondence 
with the Standard. Oil people he would have 
approved it. James 8S. Splain, he explained, 
was his agent in this matter, and Splain had 
gent the telegrams to the Standard Oil and 
had receivec Archbold’s cipher reply. Splain 
had been a confidential man for the Standard 
Oil contpany in Pittsburgh and, according to 
Flinn. had volunteered to help him in that 
quarter. 

“Why did you think it necessary to secure 
the Standard Oj] influence im your fight for 
senator?’’ he was asked. 

** Because 1 know ffow, as I knew then, 
that there was not then and has never been 
since a senator chosen from Fenneylvania 
who was objectionable to the Standard Of) 
company,’ replied. Fiinn. ‘The Standard 
Oil has always been potential !n such mat- 
ters.” 

Mr. Flinn ‘ant Senator Oliver frequently 
locked horns. The fact that Oliyer heads the 
anti-Flinn organization in Alleghany county 
added to the interest of the clash. Senator 
Oliver wag insistent that Flinn give all the 
details of his contributions, and Flinn seemed 
to resent the acvantage that his political 
opponent had over him. 

Senator Oliver was most emphatic in his 
objection to having the witness segregate his 
contributicns, apportioning part to the loca] 
candidates and part to Roosevelt's campaign. 
Senator Oliver maintained that this division 
was impossible. Finally Senator Clapp who 
is himself a Progressive, joined Senator OH- 
ver and overcame the objections of Flinn. 


Did Not Meddle with Delegates. 

Mr. Flinn was asked as to his activities at 
the Republican’ convention in Chicago. He 
said he had nothing te do with any attempted 
purchases of delegates and his expenditures 
there were personal or for his family. 

Senator Pomerene wanted to knoW of Mr. 
Flinn when he had first become a real Pro- 
gressiv e, when he had first seen “ the new 
ight.”’ 

Weil,” replied the Pittsburgh boss, “I 
Can't exactly fix the date. I think, though, it 
Was on the day after I called on Senator Oli- 
ver." Senator Oliver appeared to relish this 
thrust 

Mr. Flinn denied he was boss of the ma- 
chine in Alleghany county. He acknowledged 


he had taken an interest in politics spas- . 


modicaliy. . 

“ How iong have you taken an interest in 
progressive principles?’’ asked Senator Pom- 
erene. 


_ Mr. Flinn figured that his interest may have 


da‘ed back as far as five or six years. 


Reads Alleged Agreement. 

At this point Senator Pomerene put his 
hand into his inside coat pocket and pulled 
out a document which he procecded to read. 

It purperted to be a proposed contract be- 
tween Flinn and the late Matthew 8. Quay, 
United States senator from Pennsylvania. 
The contract provided for peace between the 
Flinn and Quay organizations In Allegheny 
county. Congressmen-and members of the 
assembly were delivered by Fiinn to Quay, 
and Quay pledged himself to promote and 

\eupport legislation affecting Finn's business 
interests. 

Senator Pomerene held out a photograph 
of part of this document and Flinn acknow}l- 
edged after considerable prodding that it wag 
in hie handwriting. 

This was the first time that Flinn hed for- 
mally acknowledged the authcrehip of the 
document. 

Flinn Given Sharp Anewer. 

Flinn manifested great curiosity as to 
where Senator Pomerene had obtained his 
photograph of this document. 

“You were the author of this agreement, 


were you not?” asked Mr. Pomerene. 

“Well,” said Flinn, “I cannot tell that is 
the éxact one. I understood when I was 
subpoenaed that I was to testify in regard 
to campaign contributions, not in regard to 
something thas happened, Atteen or sixteen 
years ago. 

‘“* Yes,’’ replied Brees a ~ but you testi- 
fied to your conversion to,the Progressive 
cause. and this has a decided bearing on that 
subject. Will you answer my question?’ 

* Ail right,”” smiled Flinn; “I wrote the 
agreement, or a similar one.”’ 

‘“‘So at that time you werezattempting to 
parcel out government positions in Allegheny 
county ”’’ asked Pomerene. 

«Né, sir.” 

“Well, the document speaks for itself. 
When did you change your views in regard 
to the‘ manner of electing a United States 
senator?” 

Probably five or six years ago.”’ 


Flinn Explains Document. 


Mr. Flinn then asked for an opportunity to 
explain the extraordinary document. He 
said that he was chairman of the Republican 
organization in Allegheny county, which had 
been on the outs with Quay for many years. 
The organization in Pittsburg had a hard 
fight on the election for mayor. 

* Quay,” said Flinn,.‘* sent for me to come 
to Washington and told me he wouldn't per- 
mit the election of a Republican candidate 
for mayor unless an adjustment in politics 
was brought about to suit him. He had con- 
trol of the so-called Lexow committee of the 
Pennsylvania senate and I realized that we 
couldn’t elect a mayor with Quay oppoe- 
ing. So I asked him what he wanted. He 
said he“ wanted to control politics in Alle- 
gheny county, but was willing to be reasona- 
ble. I made.up my mind it-was my business 
to electa mayor. SolIsatdownand wrote the 
proposed agreement, But I put ina saving 
clause. It was not to be binding unless 
signed by C. L. Magee, one of mny associates.”’ 


Piayed Politics with Quay. 


Flinn declared that he never intended to 
execute this Contract, that he was merely 
playing for time with Quay; that he knew 
Magee never would sign the agreement, and 
that he had arranged the entire plan to hold 
off Quay's opposition. 

* I did not sign the agreement,” said Flinn, 
“and the Republican candidate for mayor 
was elected.” 

Later Quay sought Flinn’s support for the 
presidency, but Minn declined and Quay, ac- 
cording to:the. Pittsburgh. politician, threat- 
ened to make public the contract. Quay did 
tell of the contract, but today was the first 
time that Flinn has ever explained it, and 
formally acknowledged the authorship. 

Senator Quay contended that Flinn impor- 
tuned him to enter into this agreement, bit 
that it was-so “raw” that he declined to 
have anything to do with it.. .., 

‘I never intended to sign the agreement,” 
declared Flinn again, “and I put that clause 
in which made it impossible of enforcement.’’ 

“And in order to win that election you 
would write such an agreement,” exclaimed 
Senator Pomerene. 

** I-not only would, but did,’ declared Flinn. 


Calls Vicious Agreement Necessary, 


“And you know it was about as vicious 
as anything could be,”’ said Senator Pom-.- 
erene. 

“It had to be vicious to get by,” replied 
Flynn. 

‘* You know out in our country we have @ 
habit of selling gold bricks, and I sold Senator 
Quay a gold brick. My whole course since 
has justified it.’’ 

Pomerene told Mr. Flinn that he was ex- 
tremely glad that he. Flinn, finaily had seen 
the light on the ‘‘ road to Roosevelt.” 

‘“‘ Yes,”’ said Flinn, “ and it is the brightegt 
light I ever saw.’’ 

Mr. Flinn was not certain whether or not he 
had authorized Mr. Splain, the Standard Oi] 
agent, to correspond with John D. Arch- 
bold in regard to his ambitions to become a 
senator. 

Mr; Splain appeared on the witnesststand 
and so also did J. Verner Clark, who went 
to see Senator Penrose in an effort to promote 


Fiinn’s senatorial ambitions. 


Clark denied that any offer was ever made 
by Flinn, so far as he. knew. to pay Penrose 
$1,000.000 ‘or’ $2,000.000 for his influence in 
the senatorial] contest. 


Hooker on New York Campaign. 


Mrr. Hooker, treasurer o the Roosevelt 
committee, was the first witness, He gave 
New York as his residenc2 and “engineer’’ as 
his occupation. He told how he became 
treasurer of the New York county Roosevelt 
committee and his official responsibility wag 
gradually broadened until ‘finally he was 
acting national treasurer of the Roosevelt 
pre-convention campaign. He enlightened 
the committee as to expenditures made by 
his organization in the primary struggle for 
delegates. 

As to the national campaign the figures 
were new. The New York county expendi- 
ture amounted to $52,606 and the loca! com- 
mittee had collected $6,518 more, which wag 
turned into the national fund, 

It was to the national fund that the com. 
mittee .turmed with eagerness, for much 
had been charged by Senator La Follette as 
to the size of the Roosevelt pre-convention 


fund and as to the financial activities of ’ 


George W.-Perkins, Frank A. Munsey, and 
Daniel R. Hanna. 


Perkins Gave $37,500, 


The statement of Mr. Hooker showed that 
George W. Perkins contributed to the Roose- 
velt committee $37,500, of which’ $15,000 was 
given to the New York county committee to 
finarice the primary campaign for delegates, 
and $22,500 was contributed, for the fight gen- 
erally.

“TIT am sure that $40,000 will cover the con- 
tributions,’’ said Mr. Rogers. “I cannot 
give the exact figures without consulting my 
books, but Iam confident that Mr. Hooker's 
$140,000 statement, as well as his statement 
that $4,000 additional was given weekiy to 
keep the campaigns going is a myth.” 


Didn’t Help Roosevelt, 

Mr. Crane said he recalled talking with mr. 
Hooker at‘ the Chicago club, but that the 
New Yorker evidently had misunderstood 
the amounts contributed. 

“You didn’t contribute to the Roosevelt 
fund?’’- Mr. Crane was asked by the nore: 
sentative of a Taft paper.

All Made.from One Block. 

“ Of course. Mr.. Archbold signed neither of 
these fraudulent documents. What is given 
as his signature is merely an identical re- 
production of an engraver’s block. 

‘“‘ Bight letters published in Hearst's Mega- 

zine, in addition to the five we have just 
analyzed, are signed with a\Jno. D. Arch- 
bold signature, which is identical. No man 
ever wrote hie signature alike eight times 
running. There is just one way ofobtaining 
the identity revealed in these eight signa- 
tures, and that is by tracing from the same

Admissions Made by Witnesses. 
At the same time he and other witnesses

That all the crude oil is obtained from 
the Prairie Oil and Gas and Ohio Oil 
companies (old subsidiaries), 4s in the 
Gays prior to. the * dissolution —and 
pays 36 cents a barrel more. 

That the company does not use its 
earnings to buy equipment for its own 
use, but still ships preducts by the Union 
Tank line (an old subsidiary), as before 
the dissolution—and pays more. for the 
service.

No Investigation by Government. 

Coincidental'y with the investigation of 
actual conditions in the oil, tobacco, powder, 
and other industries affected by trust disso- 
lutions, THE TRIBUNE. applied to various 
departments of the administration for the 
results of similar inquiries by the govern- 
ment. At the department of justice it was 
stated that no investigation of conditions 
subsequent to dissolution has been made. 
The commissioner of corporations in the 
department of commerce and labor said his 
latest information concerning the trusts 
antedated dissolution. The latest figures on 
wages at the bureau of labor were for the 
year 1907. 

Corporations dissolved under the Sherman 
law are: 

Standard Oil company, a combination 
of thirty-eight oil producing, refining, 
transporting, and Selling corporations, 
dissolved in 1911 as the result of proceed- 
ings ordered by President Roosevelt in 
1906. 

American Tobacco company, an amal- 
gamation of sixty-nine corporations, dis- 
solved in 1911 as the result of proceed- 
ings started by President Roosevelt in 
1907. 

E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co., the 
powder trust, dissolved June 13, 1912, as 
the result of proceedings inaugurated by 
President Roosevelt in 1907. | 


Trusts Now Being Sued. 

The administration is seeking by equity 
proceedings the dissolution of the United 
States Steel corporation, the Internattona] 
Harvester company,the Keystone Watch Case 
company, which is charged with monopoliz- 
ing trade in filled watch cases and the How- 
ard watch, the United Shoe Machinery cém- 
pany, which hasia monopoly of machinery for 
making shoes, and the American Sugar Re- 
fining company, commonly called the sugar 
trust. 

It’ is negotiating for an amicable @issolu- 
tion of the National Packing company, the 
beef trust. Also under the Sherman law the 


coffee trust, the Reading coal road co Ine, 
the transatlantic steerage traffic pol a 
transpacific freight pool, the motion picture 
trust, the turpentine trust, the cash register 
monopoly enjoyed by the National Cash Reg- 
ister, company of Dayton, O., the lumber 
trust, the magazine publishers’ combine, an 
Qhio railroad combination, the bath tub trust, 
the Chicago butter and egg board, the towing 
trust of the great lakes, and the Union and 
Southern Pacific railroad combine. 


Standard Oil First Dissolved. 

The Standard Oil and American Tobacco 
companies were the first corporations ever 
dissolved physically under the Sherman anti- 
trust act. Then followed the dissolution of 
the Du Pont Powder company and the institu- 
tion of proceedings to dissolve similar cor- 
porations charged with monopolizing or at- 
tempting to monopolize various commodities. 

Contrary to popular belief, the Northern 
Securities company was not dissolved and is 
in existence today with a capital stock 
amounting to $3,964,000 and holding some 
stock of ‘the Burlington railroad and a sub- 
sidiary coal company. 
The Northern Securities company case. 
however, was the first trust prosecution un- 
der the Roosevelt administration and the de- 
cision made possible the progressive cam- 
paign “aunched against the trusts by the 
former president. The Northern Securities 
company was required by the decision to dis- 
gorge its holdings of stock of the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern railway com- 
panies, which are naturally competing com- 
mon carriers. This decree was enforced and 
the Northern Securities company, although 
not being actually digsolved, was incapacitat- 
ed for performing the functions for which it 
was organized. 


Glass Trust Broken Up. 

The window glass trust was broken up 
without the dissolution of any corporation. 
The officers of the lmperial Window Glass 
company and eighty-two other manufactur- 
ers were indicted for conspiring to control 
the price of hand blown window glass. They

The newspaper “boiler piate’’ trust was 
broken up by proceedings against the Cen- 
tral-West Publishing company, the Western 
Newspaper Union, and the American Press 
association, but no corporation was Cis- 
solved. Similarly without dissolution the 
Aluminium Company of America was re- 
quired to abandon certain forms of contracts 


\-declared to violate the Sherman law. 


The wire pools were broken up asthe result 
of criminal proceedings against the conspira- 
tors. They pleaded nolo conténdere, paid 
fines amounting to $128,700, and dissolved the 
pools, 


Plumbing Association Enjoined. 

The Pacific Coast Plumbing Supply asso- 
ciation was enjoined Jan. 6, 1912, from re- 
straining trade in plumbing supplies on the 
Pacific coast. The Standard Wood company 
and several similar concerns were enjoined: 
March 11, 1912, from operating the kindling 
wood trust in New York. 

Proceedings against the Southern Whole- 
sale Grocers’ association, charging restraint 
of trade in groceries, ended in an agreed 
decree on Oct. 17, 1911, enjoining further op- 
eration of the combine. 

Under the criminal clause of the trust act 
the administration is secking the conviction 
of Julius F. Miller, secretary of the New 
York Charcoal] company, charged with re- 


son and other officers of the National Cash 
Register company, six corporations and 
eighteen individuals! in the coaster brake 
combine,. officers of the Longshoremen’s as- 
sociation in southern Florida, Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad strikers in Mississippi, officers 
of the shoe machinery trust, secretaries of 
fourteen retail lumber associations, officers 
of the New England milk trust, officers of 
the paper board combine, officers of the pav- 
ing brick trust, participants in the bath tub 
combination, the organizers of the cotton 
pool, and the Armour Packing company and 
others charged with controlling meat prices 
in Georgia. 

Eight Kentticky ‘‘ night riders ’’ were con- 
victed in 1910 and fined a total of $3,500. 
President Taft commuted the fines to the 
payment of costs. In the paper board crim- 
inal suit in 1910 the Albia Box and Paper 
company and other defendants pleaded guilty 
and were fined $57,000, 


Majority of Criminal Suits Lost. 

The majority of criminal! suits, however, 
have been lost. by the administration. In 
the sugar trust case the jury disagreed, the 
Chicago meat packers were acquitted, and 
the jury disagreed in the bath tub trust case. 
Ferdinand Sulzberger and Horatio W. Heath 
of Boston, doing business as the Consoli- 


murrer to the indictment: Jay B. Pearce and 
other wall paper manufacturers prosecuted 
in Ohio were acquitted on May 14, 1912. 
Under President Harrison’s administra- 
tion there were seven suits brought under the 
Sherman law and three were successful. Un- 
der Cleveland's second administration there 
were eight suits, five of them being success- 
ful. Under McKinley there were three suits. 
two of which were won by the goverriment. 
President Rooseveit.«insttt tted ’ forty-four 


bills in equity, twenty-five indictments, and 
one a forfeiture proceeding. Six of these 
forty-four cases are still pending in the 
courts. Of the remaining thirty-eight cases 
.the government won twenty-four and lost 
fourteen. 

Up to date President Taft has started sixty- 
six trust proceedings, twenty-seven being 
bills in equity and thirty-nine indictments. 
Twenty-nne cases are pending. Of the thirty- 
seven act4ons disposed of, the government 
has won eighteen and lost nineteen. The 
eighteen cases won include the wire poo! 
suits, which (were nine in number, although 
being in reality a single proceeding.

So when the 
colonel spoke about what he would do to 
the tobacco trust if he were elected he 
touched. a point of local interest. 


Stop Crookedly Managed Business. 

* Our opponents have nothing to offer about 
the trusts except what has been done, with 
some slight modification of detail,” said the 
colonel. ‘‘No modification of detail would 
make the decree againet the tobacco trust 
amount to anything. My prvuposal is not to 
do damage to business, but to stop and pun- 
ish the crookedly managed business. 

“Such a showing as set cut by the Su- 
preme court decree in the tobatco case would 
warrant the appointment of a receiver by 
the ‘government for the trust, just as would 
be done in the case of a national bank which 
went crooked... 

“The government should at once put the 
trust into the hands of a received, who 
would run the organiztaion until everything 
decide@ to be wrong had been set right and 
the receiver had reported to the corporations 
commission that every objection had been 
remedied.” 

How Tobacco Bill Was Buried. 

In the case of the tobacco trust, they know

Local political managers have set the Chi- 
cago registration for the presidential elec- 
tion at the half milfion mark. All party or- 
ganizations now are planning to get citizens 
to the polls on Saturday, the first registration 
day. 

Chairman John F. Devine of the Republican 
county managing committee has called a 
meeting of the entire membership of the 
body for 4 o'clock tomorrow afternoon when 
the registration subject will be discussed and 
tasks assigned the workers. Like action is 
contemplated by other organizations. 

Both factions of the local Democracy al- 
ready have started to work on the registra- 
tion boosting campaign. Signs have been 
placed throughout the city advising voters 
that they must register if they want to vote 
in November for city, county, otate, or na- 
tional candidates.

Siphi for a continent.’ Yet it seemed fora 
long time that Australia was w go the way 
of Centra! or South America; that instead of 
a people for a continent there was to be an 
unwieldy congeries of sparsely populated, 
jealous, intriguing republics. 

Considering the animosity and bDickerings 
in the colonies as late as the ’90s, it seemed 
they would never be able to get together. It 
is possible they would haye put up with dif- 
ferent tariffs, different raflroad gauges, and 
tHe other inconveniences which go with strife 
and, rivalry had it not been for a series of 
scare bogeys. 

There was the Russian scare of 1878, out of 
which grew a royal commission on defense 
the following year and a conference of pre- 
miers of the colonies in 1880. Germany’s 
activity in the South Pacific forced Queens- 
land to seize the south coast of New Guinea 
in 1883. Two years later Lord Derby, then 
secrétary of state for the colonies, outlined q 
scheme of navaidefense. The follow!ng year 
the commander in-chief of the British navy 
at the Australian | stadhon negotiated naval 
subsidies with the premiers of three colo- 
nies; a year later the first colonial conference 
was held in London. Meanwhile an inter- 
coloniaLorganization of Protestant churches 

had been formed. The labor unions became 
federated in a4 and the pastoralists’ unions 
in 1881. 


Colonies Long Divided. 
But the colonies seemed to be hopelesely 
divided. The words of Bryce concerning the 


American colonies before 1765, might, as | 


Wiee says, apply equally well to New South 


. Wales, Victoria, Tasmania, Western Aus- 


tralia, South Australia, and Queensland, 
each of which had “ its own legislature, its 
local corporate Hfe, with no small local pride 
in its own history and institutions, super- 
added to the pride of forming part of the 
British race and the great, free British realm. 

“ Bei ween the various colonies thiere was no. 
ferther pelitical connection than thet which 
arose from their all belonging to this race 
and fealm, so that theinhabitants of each en- 
joyed in every one of the others the rights 
and privileges of. British subjects.” 

But, as Wise-puts it, this did not “ prevent 
each colony from imposing a tariff against 
ite mtighbors’ products or trying to convert 

their trade to [ts own ports by meang of 
preferential railway rates. There was, too, 
euch sullen and deep seated ‘hostility be- 
tween New South Wales and Victoria thet 
it séemed at times as if the history of the 
South American republics might repeat itself. 
Waste, confusion, and imitation became at. 
least insupportable. There was fear, too, of 
foreign invasion, owing to the entry of Ger- 
many into the South Pacific.” 


Efforts at Reciprocity. 

Fiven in the earliest period of Australian 
histery there was recognition of the impor- 
tange of intercolonial reciprocity, but it was 
more clearly realized by Australia’s English 
governors than by the people -of the colonies 
themselves. 

D¥ring the winfer of 1880-l:an thbercabedi: 
jal gonference recommended the creation 
of federal council; which was another 
way of saying that in its opinidn the time 
Jad not arrived for real federation with 
e federal parliament. So matters contin- 
ned: till 1883, every effort proving abortive, 
but Gn that year a convention of the colon- 
jes met at Sydney, drafted and adopted a 
bill to establish a federal council for Aué- 
traljasia. In the following year a prayer 
was addressed to the wn for the en- 
actment of a federal cduncil act, but New 
South Wales and New Zealand refused ad- 
hesf@n, believing that such a council would 
only block the way to a more tertain and 
solid federation, Nevertheless, a bill in- “ 
troduced in the British parHament im 1865 
became “the federal council of Australasia 
act 1885,"’ but the Council's career Was never 


, effective and it met for the last time in 
1892. 


An effective federation might be delayed, 
but ft was feit that some acheme of effective 
defense.could not be put off much longer. 
Sir Henry Parkes’ suggestion in 1889 that “ a 
national, convention for the purpose of ad- 
vising and. reporting upon an adequate 
scheme of federal gcoverment’’ be called led 
to the famous Melbourne conference in the 
following year. 

In e@ speech at the banquet it was pointed 
out that' the tariff question was the “ lion 
im the path,” which federationists mudst 
elther slay or be-slain by. In his reply to 
this speech Sir Henry Parkes made use 
of the histori¢ phrase, ‘‘ The crimson thread 
of kinship runs through us all.’’ 


: First National Convention. 

In March, 1891, the first national Australian 
convention met with Parkes as president. It 
draited a bill which was considered by the 
colonial parliaments of New South Wales, 
Victoria, South Australia, and Tasmania, but

voted. overwhelmingly for federation; New 
A South Wales also approved. by a legal ma- 
| jority. arly in 1890 the six colonial pre- 
miers met in ¢onference and additional 
amendments were made.to, the bill which 
virtually effected the solution of the few 
outstanding difficulties... Again the question 
of federation was submitted to popular vote. 
Que@nsland joined in this time. In the first 
vote federation had a majority of 111,000; on 
the second vote, 236,000. 

In September, 1900, Queen Victoria pro- 
claimed: that on and after Jan. 1, 1901, the 
people of New South Wales; Victoria, South 
Australia, Queensland, Tasmania, and West- 
ern Australia should be united in a federal] 
commonwealth called the Commonwealth of 
Australia.

‘*T am informed the five teiditiotuboente which 
were voted againet the keepers of the houses 
of prostitution were declered by the state's 
attorney to be invalid because the foreman 
had been told outside of the jury room that 
our committee had evidence against these 
men which they had been trying to present 
to them through the state's attorney's office, 
but had been unable to do so. 

“It is only fair the public should knowthat 
Mr. Wayman had personal knowledgc that 
three members of our committee had called 
upon the foreman of the grand jury two days 
before any of the witnesses were called 
in any of theee cases. 


Tells of Talk with Prosecutors. 

“I had a conversation with Mr. Wayman 
and.Mr. Fairbank before any of these wit- 
nesses were before the grand jury, and in 
the course of that conversation Mr. Fairbank 
asked me which one of our committee had 
been to see the foreman about these cages.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS. 
HE statement made by Dr. Rosenau 
at the congress on hygiene that 
he had succeeded in - infecting 
monkeys ‘with infantile paralysis 
by means of flies 
terest in thig insect. 

The -virus of infantile paralysis is ex- 

ceptionally resistant. In the sick person, 
it is found in the brain substance, the 
nose secretion, in the mesenteric glands— 
the lymph glands near the intestines—. 
and, sometimes, in the blood, 

Its presence in the mesenteric glands 
is explained as follows: It is secreted by 
the membrane of the nose and mouth and 
becomes a part of the saliva. It is swal- 
lowed into the stomach, whence it passes 
into. the intestines. ‘The digestive juices 
of the stomach and intestines have Pe 
power to destroy the virus—therefore’ it 
masses through their walls and can be 
recovered from the ee glands. 


When these ehiaitie: are macerated the 
virus prepared from them will cause the 
disease when injected into well monkeys. 
This proves that the virus is exceptionally 
resistant for, it will be remembered, snake 
poison and many other poisons are made 
harmless by the stomach and intestinal 


The virus of infantile paralysis passes 
through the smallest pored filter Soy 
It stands heat, drying, sunlight, . and 
chemical disinfectants much better than 
does the oftdinary disease-causing orf- 
ganism. When a child has had the 
disease, the nose secretions remain capa- 
ble of causing the disease for weeks and, 
sometimes, as long as for six months. 

The fly which Dr. Rosenau found ¢capa- 
ble of spreading the disease is the stable fly. 
This fiy breeds in- stable - manure and lives 
in it and around animals, It will not eat 
ordinary food undér ordinary circumstances. 
Reosenau noted that he had been unable sn 
get them to eat anything but blood or to 

rink any water. Nuttall of Bogland said 
he had succeeded in getting them to eat 
gtape juice. — 

_— 

The practical significante. of this ob- 
servation is that it will prove diffienit to 
poison or to catch this fly. Fly paper 
and fly poisons do not appeal to its palate 
and it may prove suspicious of fiy traps. 
Rosenan suggested that. this fly might

Display at-Crafts Show - 
Sets New Record in Art, 


BY HARRIET MONROE. 
HE art-crafts exhibition. whith opened 
‘with @ reception last night at the In- 
stitiite, is the most distinguished show 
of the kind ever given in Chicago. Most. 
of the departments are better than 
usual, and. three exhibits are of a quality so 
exceptional as to carry one back for just 
Comparison to great periods of artisti¢ 
craftsmanship and fill one with: hope fer the 
future of such work in» America. 

These three are the tapestries and other 
textiles from the Herter looms in New York} 
the pottery of the Durant kilns, offered by 
Jeannie Durant Rice of Bedford Village, a 
suburb of New York, and Mrs. Robineau's dis- 
play of high heat porcelains, which won her 
a grand medal at the Turin exposition and 
high honors at the Paris saton: 

Among the most recent of the tapestries are 
five or six from a series illustrating the early 
history of New York, which are lent by the 
new McAlpin hotel, at ‘Broadway and Thirty- 
third street. The designs are by’ Albert Herter, 
the motive being derived sometimes from famil- 
iar old prints, like that et re Washington Taking 
the Oath of Office.” 


Mra. Rice's pottery | is another sensation, 
One still freshér than the Herter tapestries, as 
a few of these have been seen here before. 
It is only two years since this gifted’ woman 
began her experiments in: the reproduction of 
old Persian and Italilan'colors and glazes. She 
built a kiln in her country place, near New 
York, and associated with her Leon. Volkmar, 
an expert potter, and a few artists and 
artisans, 

Already they have’ achieved ‘blués which 
have not been seén On earth since the’ old 
Persian ware was made, which is now such 
a craze of collectors; and a soft white glaze 
which recalls certain ItaHan peotteries of the 
best period, 

Mra, Robineau’s work is in porcelains fired 
at a temperature of 3,600 dégrees, the fine 
clay for her delicate pieces being brought. 
from Texas to her kiln in Syracuse, N. Y. &he 
works almost alane, modeling the delicate 
bas-relief patterns of certain pieces in the 
unfired vase itself, and carrying’ on chemical 
experiments with glazes, attaining most 
Original and beautiful effects,

$4,500 ‘“‘ lemon,” has ripened into one 

of the most luscious grapefruit, and 
as a ball player hé figures head and shoulders 
above his rival, Steve Yerkes. 

After the most painstaking study of the 
two men, calculating them on the basis of 
100 for perfection, I find that the figures 
show Doyle's rating as 71, with Yerkes’ 60, 
eleven polnts behind him. ~ 

This is giving the Boston boy full credit for 
everything he has. accomplished, and really 
it is complimentary to him to rank him that 
close to Doyle, who has improved so wonder- 
fully and so steadily that pe now ranks'close 
to the best second basemen in the business, 
and in some respects is the best. 


-~o~ 
_ Doyle was a long time proving that his 
early promise was not a false alarm. The 
first year that he broke into the majors, 
jumping from Springfield, Ul., to New York 
at a then sensational price, he showed so 
many faults that the experts rather ridi- 
culed him. If he had cost only about $1,000 
they would have said he was good. but they 
expected him to start at a gait commen- 
surate with his price. 

That ‘ press agenting ” of the price really 
held Doyle back and hurt his development 
as a player, but he has lived it down, and 
at three times that price would be a cheap 
investment now. 

Doyle easily fs the best ball player on the 
Giants—a hustling, aggressive. McGraw style! 
of player, full of nerve, grit. and true courage. 
I think he is gamer than his manager, and in 
some respects a better baseball] general. 

As a field leader he is a wonder, and so far 
as I can see myself and judge from what 
Players tell me, he has only one sertous fault. 
He ts and always has been weak in coming 
in rapidly to field slow bounding balls, and 
that is the only feature of play in which 
Yerkes is his superior.

Considering the rival players first as hit- 
ters, Doyle is a normal .300 hitter, and is 
thirty points above that this season—dute 
more to weak pitching than to his own in- 
creased skill.

He is a great hitter because he crowds the 
plate constantly and refuses to be driven 
away. He is always among the leaders in 
getting hit by pitched balls, and troubles 
pitchers by constantly crowding with a view 
of getting hit if he cannot hit the pitching 
He is game enough to take the ball. 

I have heard McGraw yell from the bench 
time and again. ordering. him.to get hit, and 
have seen Doyle do it so cleverly that the 
umpires permitted him to go to first. 

I believe Ray Collins will trouble Doyle 
greatly, but think he can hit Hall, Wood. or 
O’Brien, and probably hit Wood better than 
he will O’Brien when both are working well.

Yerkes isn’t hitting .as-wel! this year as 
he ought to with a pennant winning team, 
and he has slumped down to about .240, 


‘Normally he is a twenty point better hitter, 


and when Boston shoved him back te 
Worcester a few years ago after a tryoutthe 
reason was a batting slump. He slammed 
the ball hard with Worcester, and when he 
came back to Boston started it again, only 
to slow up when the pitchers began to. an- 
alyze him. 

It would look, from a study of five years 
of his batting, that he ig a dangerous man 
with a weakness, and the New.

EXPERTS TO GIVE ADVICE.

“Improvements are figured upon,” she 
gaid, “in every branch of the ‘ hougghold 
business '—from increasing the usefulness of 
ecrvants to keeping the Jaundry bill dewn. 


Care of Children to Be Considered. 

“All displays will be either educational or 
histerieal. The question of the care of ehfi- 
dren will also be considered. There are to be 
three exhibits on textiles—wool, silk, and cot- 
ton. It also will be shown just how to clothe 
ehildren properly and et the same time 
cheaply. 

“It is a cut and dried fact that women 
epend 90 per cent of the $300,000,000 that ‘goes’ 
every year in the United States. And it is up 
to this conference to show them how to spend 
it wisely. Many of them do not—from sheer 


ce. 
“The most important question to be die- 
cussed and demonstrated will be the one of 
waste. We believe the true reason for the 
high cost of living lies in the waatefulmess of 
the housewife. Not only on the table but in 
her servants’ utility, her laundry bills, her 
childven's clothes, and in her own disburse- 
ments.”’
